Bike riders bewa re - po lice wa tching

Erran t bicy clists in Arlin gto n Heights 
can ex pect to be cited fo r their traffic 
v io latio n s, acco rdin g to Sgt. Jack Weber 
o f the po lice traffic div isio n . 
Officers hav e be« i n o tified, he said, to 
issu e tickets to cy clists who se impro per 
ridin g r^resen ts “in heren tly dan gero u s 
situ atio n s.” 
All three o f Arlin gto n Heights’ traffic 
fatalities this y ear hav e in v o lv ed bike ri­ 
ders who hav e ign o red traffic co n tro l 
sign s, po lice said. Hie latest fatality a 
week ago , in v o lv ed a 19 -y ear-o ld y o u th 
who tried to beat a train at a do wn to wn 
cro ssin g. 
Weber said the mo v e is n either a step- 
u p o r crackdo wn . He said there has al­ 
way s been traffic regu latio n an d en fo rce­ 
men t fo r bike riders. The n ew tactic, he 
said, is chan ge in the degree an d ty pe o f 
en fo rcemen t o f v illage traffic o rdin an ces. 
Weber said tickets, similar to parkin g 
v io latio n n o tices, will be giv en fo r majo r 
v idatio n s su ch as ign o rin g sto p sign s, 
ridin g o n the wro n g side d the ro ad o r 
the wro n g way o n a o n e way street 
Paren ts wo u ld be liable fo r the chil­ 
dren ’s v io latio n s in so me cases, said the 
sergean t Ridin g after cu rfew o r witho u t 
pro per lights were two ex amples cited by 
Weber. 


Paren ts wo u ld n o t be liable fo r v io la­ 
tio n s o ccu rrin g o u tside paren tal co n tro l, 
Weber said. He said it wo u ld n o t be prac­ 
tical to charge a paren t if the child ran a 
sto p sign . 
ORAL OR WRITTEN warn in gs will be 
giv en by o fficers fo r less serio u s v io la­ 
tio n s, Weber said. 
Ho wev er, he cairtkmed thd the ticket­ 
in g by itsdf wo u ld n o t make fo r effectiv e 
en fo rcemen t. He said the co u rt’s actio n 
represen ts the fin al step o f the en fo rce­ 
men t pro cess. 
A similar effo rt at bicy cle en fo rcemen t 
was attempted sev eral y ears ago witho u t 
mu ch su ccess. Weber blamed co mmu n ity 
o ppo sitio n an d lack d co u rt-impo sed pe­ 
n alties fo r its failu re. 
“When peo ple came to co u rt — the last 
phase o f en fo rcemen t — they o ften left 
feelin g v in dicated becau se there was n o 
pen alty impo sed. They felt if they didn ’t 
pay a mo n etary fin e, they were in ­ 
n o cen t,” be said. 
WEBER SAID Arlin gto n Heights resi­ 
den ts hav e n o t su ppo rted a stro n g bicy cle 
law en fo rcem« it pro gram in the po st. He 
said past effo rts pro du ced a “n egativ e 
effect” o n the departmen t’s pu blic rda- 
tio n s with the co mmu n ity . 
Weber said the cu rren t, a s wdl as the 
past, edo rcemen t pro gram resu lted in 
man y calls from irate citizen s. He said 


he an d his men were berated fo r “pick­ 
in g o n bike riders in stead o f catdiin g 
crimin als.” 
Capt. Mau rice En glish said the n ew en ­ 
fo rcemen t measu res are co mpletin g the 
“Three Es” o f traffic regu latio n . The 
o ther two are edu catio n an d en gin eerii^. 
En glish said the departmen t has co o p­ 
erated fo r man y y ears in settin g u p safe­ 
ty pro grams with priv ate gro iq» an d 
scho o ls, su ch as the Arlin gto n Heights 
Wo man ’s Clu b “Safety To wn ” fo r pre- 
sdio o lers. 
WEBER SAID THE en gin eerin g phase 
o f the pro gram in clu ded stu dies o f po s­ 
sible bike paths thro u gh the v illage. He 
said separatio n o f cars an d bicy cles 
might be the o n ly an swer as the n u mber 
o f cars an d bikes co mpetin g fo r the same 
ro ad space in creases.

Despite a few h arried faces and period­ 
ic cries of “Wh at do I do now?” th e new 
self-sch edu ling program

dents will be registering today , with 
soph omores and fresh men sch edu led to 
register tomorrow and Th u rsday . Friday 
and Satu rday stu dents wh o were u nable 
to register earlier in th e week will regis­ 
ter. 
Th is is th e first time self-sch edu ling 
h as been tried at th e h igh sch ool. Pre­ 
v iou sly , stu dents were assigned to specif­ 
ic classes and teach ers by compu ter. 
Stu dents complained th at th e old sy s­ 
tem was cold and deh u manizing, h ow­ 
ev er, and sch ool officials first began 
looking into self-sch edu ling arou nd two 
or th ree y ears ago, according to Princi­ 
pal Tom Sh irley . 
Under th e new sy stem, stu dents pre­ 
register for specific cou rses in th e 
spring. Du ring th e actu al registration 
week, stu dents sign u p for specific teach ­ 
ers and times, th u s allowing for greater 
stu dent ch oice in arranging th eir sch ed­ 
u les. 
Th e registration process being tried 
th is week is similar to a college registra­ 
tion process. Stu dents arriv e with sample 
sch edu les wh ich th ey h av e already com­ 
pleted. Th ey th en are giv en a deck of 
eigh t cards, one for each period of th e 
sch ool day . 
AS THE STUDENTS proceed from 
table to table, th ey trade th e attendance 
cards for class cards, th u s officially en­ 
rolling th emselv es in th e classes. 


Monday morning, sev eral h ou rs into 
registration, most of th e stu dents v oiced 
approv al of th e new process. 
“It went pretty smooth ly ,” said Vince 
Masse, one of th e registering seniors.

Jubilee of 1898 in Omaha. The evwit was 
a final effort on the part of the settlers, 
railroad men, and Indians to try to un­ 
derstand one another. Planned as a part 
of the Trans-Mississippi World Ex­ 
position, the Peace Jubilee was designed 
‘ to help Omaha ov^come the economic 
effects of a nationwide dei»-essi<m. 


The new railroads were using Omaha 
as a major stop on their route west. The 
surrounding lands were being hastily 
filled with prospectors, settlers and mer­ 
chants. The Indian tribes had bera as­ 
signed or forced to live on reservations 
under control of the military. 


The planners o( the Peace Jubilee had 
wanted to make one final effort for Hie 
Indian and white man to learn to under­ 
stand one another. It was not successful 
in Hiis respect, but thrmigh Hie insight of 
F. A. Rhinehart, 500 portraits were taken 
of the Indian leaders present. Of these 
five hundred, 132 remain and will be on 
display at the Fair. 


Using only the basic and crude equip­ 
ment of the day, Rhinehart accomplished 
an outstanding study of Hus raindly dis­ 
appearing civilization. In recording the 
tried and tired, poignant and insi^itful 
faces o( the Indians present, he perhaps 
realized he was reo(Mrding Hie tragic end 
of an era of hi^ory. 


The historical Indian portraits are all 
11 inches by 14 inches, in color, and pre­ 
sented with addiHonal informi^on, nar­ 
rative and maps for explanation. R 
makes fcv a valuable, introspective, 
timely, factual, and educational di^lay, 
open to everyone that attends the Fair.

I believe, it is possible for some people of all ages - toddlers, 
teenagers and adults - to enjoy nudism. 
People, capable of love, are in possession of a dignity and 
poise which places nakedness in its proper perspective. A man 
and his wife love each other. They desire. nobody else. There 
are also millions of people who would not survive a nudist 
experience. The unfortunate part is that it is not. always their 
fault. They are the victims of a lack of love from their parents 
and the lack of love in their own hearts for somebody else. 
The above reasoning, it might be said, explains how clean 
nakedness is possible but does not necessarily make nudism 
valid. But it does. The concept of nudism recognizes the 
dignity of man; its practice asserts it. The need for this 
self-esteem is second only to the need for love in our family 
life. 


I believe the foregoing to be an im­ 
portant and basic evaluation of nudist 
philosophy. It may give the impres­ 
sion of born-yesterday naivete, or it 
may indicate a recognition of certain 
fundamental values, which, in these 
days, have been dismissed as square.

Coffee isn’t the mily tiling Ix-ewing at 
Cockrell Coffee Service in Schaumburg. 
Through the foresight and determination 
of Matt OockrelL president of the firm, 
the company has adopted many new in- 
novatkms into its operations in recmt 
years — iimovatioos tiiat are in keeiring 
with the firm’s ccMnmitment to better 
service. 
In 20 years time, Cockrell Cc^ee has 
grown from one account to a total of 180 
accounts, with 40 being food accoimts. 
Cockrell said he realized the food vend­ 
ing business has two obstacles to over­ 
come. They are that food vending is an 
impersonal operation and that the food, 
althoii^ good and adequate, was pre­ 
pared the day before and refrigerated. 
Te make the best food vending operation 
possible, Cockrell Coffee had to person­ 
alize its operation and instill confidence 
in the customer to buy. 
Cockrell began a project a year ago to 
overcome these obstacles. The project in­ 
volved the hiring of an all-giri staff to 
handle exclusively the distribution of the 
food products to the firm’s various ac­ 
counts. After a year’s time, rough spots 
have' been ironed out and the girls, 
known as the V.I.P. Girls, are running a 
smooth operation. 
(hie of the primary objectives behind 
the program was to make customers re­ 
alize the madiines they used were back-

knew what the customer wanted. 
C>ockreIl said he believes a woman, 
with her iMuitive knack for food, can do 
a better job in servicing and handling the 
food than a route man is 
to do. 
“A woman wiU notice when the salt 
and pe{H>er is «npty and when the 
straws need fiUii^, whereas a route man 
may overlook these important aspects 
and concentrate his ^foks on the pop, 
ccdfee and candy machines,” CockreU 
said. ”A woman wiU also listen to com­ 
plaints more patiently.” 
’‘Because the V.I.P. Girl is involved 
exclusively with the food machines, she 
can zero in on those specific problems,” 
be added. 
The job isn’t an easy one. The girls 
start their day at 6 a.m. and wind tilings 
up around no(Mi. Although they aren’t re­ 
sponsible for ordmng the varicHis types 
of food, the daily menu dictates that they 
are responsible for filling the madiines 
with the right amount and variety of 
sandwiches, rolls, salads and desserts. 


In the course of five 13-wedc periods 
the V.I.P. Girls wiU distribute some 90 
varieties of sandwiches akine. 
“This means the girls must be familiar 
with tiie products and have a good 
knowledge of what the customer wants. 
In essence, each girl must becmne a food 
expert,” CockreU said. 
Stocking the machines isn’t her only 
job, she must give the customer the con­ 
fidence to buy. The girls periodkally 
come bade to the accouds at lunchtime 
and answer queries on the food in the 
machines. They m i^t also explain that 
the ingredients used are only name 
brands, or remind customers if they 
aren’t satisfied with the food they buy 
they are guaranteed a refund. 
V.I.P. Girls are also re^nsible for 
posting the weekly menus. With these 
menus, the custcmier can teU how old 
each item is. ((fockreU Coffee Service re­ 
moves food items after two days.) lliey 
post comment sheets whidi encotira^ 
customers to talk to the company, thus 
giving the company a better idea of what 
the customer wants. 
The results of the V.I.P. Girl program 
have been more than encouraging, (fock- 
reU said. The comments from the ac­ 
counts have been complimentary, and 
more impwtantly, CockreU Coffee Ser­ 
vice has seen a rise in sales and custom­ 
er satisfactkm, he added. 
“The V.I.P. Girls have been a primary 
factor in the firm’s success,” Cockrell 
said. “It may be an expensive way of 
d c ^ the job but it gives the optomers a 
‘better product.’*
